CURRENT CHAIRMAN OF INTERNATIONAL EXEC COMMITTEE IS ELI 
WHITNEY DEBEVOISE, OF DEBEVOISE, PLUMPTON, LYONS AND GATES, 

B) INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS WAS STARTED BY 
RENE CASSIN, NOTED FRENCHMAN WHO DONATED INCOME FROM WIN-

IN 1950. ALSO MAINTAINS A BRANCH OFFICE IN WARSAW. MEMBER- 
SHIP AND EXECUTIVE DIRECTORATE INCLUDE A SIGNIFICANT PRO- 
PORTION OF LAWYERS FROM EASTERN BLOC COUNTRIES.
